The Street Committee was appoint- 
ed by the Mayor, upon motion, to 
OOafer with the L. & N. Railroad in 
regSnji to a proposition to extend 
Orchard street to the freight depot. 
It was said that the L. & N. had of 
fercd to build extension of the street 
if the city would buy a small lot. 
now owned by W. W. Broaddus, and 
which it was -aid, can be obtained 
for $250. In order to be sure just 
what the railroad company will agree 
to do ,the Council put the matter in- 
to the hands of the street committee 
with power to act after investiga- 
tion. It was shown that nearly ev- 
eryone who has business at the freight 
depot will be much benefitted by the 
extension of Orchard street. 

Discussion of removal of garbage 
occupied much time of the council- 
men. Councilman O'Neil suggested 
thai the city should substitute a iarge 
wagon for the dump cart at present 
in use. He said that most of the 
time of the garbage collector is ta- 
ken up in going to and from the dump 
with his loads in the cart. 

The Mayor and several others 
thought that a regular schedule ought 
to be maintained and the people no- 
tified. Street Commissioner Allmnn

"This is a six-sided prh-in con- 
taining the royal annals of Seima- 
charib."

An 
elaborate plan for promoting an Inter- 
change of correspondence between chil- 
dren in different sections of the United 
Siates as well as with childreq in for- 
eign lands Is being devised and will 
tfrtce a prominent place, in the estab- 
lished classroom program. 

In promoting the general cause of 
child welfare, Red Cross courses In 
home hygiene and care of the sick, 
first aid, and dieting may be estab- 
lished in all Junior. Red Cross Aux- 
iliaries. 

The ideals and -the objective of the 
Junior Red Cross are embodied in the 
pledge of service which the pupil takes 
when he signs the membership roll and 
pins on his. coat the Junior's badge. 
The pledge which binds together serv- 
ice and citizenship reads: 

"We will seek In all ways to live up 
to the ideals of the Junior Red Cross 
and devote ourselves to Us service. 

"We will strive never to bring dis- 
credit to this, our country, by any un- 
worthy act. 

"We will revere and obey our coun- 
try's laws and do our best to Inspire a 
like reverence and obedience In those 
about us. 

"VVe will enGssvor In ail these ways, 
as good citizens, to transmit America 
greater, better and more beautiful than 
she was transmitted to us."
